Local Military Phase 

Discussed by Expert 

DBAET MEASURE BARELY TOUCHES THIS CITY

The office of the South San Francisco Enterprise has been 
literally deluged with queries relative to the war and what 
effect it will have upon this community. 

While the queries have been general, the underlying 
thought appeared to be: How will the draft measure work 
out ? 

South San Francisco is one of the few communities in the 
world not engaged in agriculture which is actually doing its 
share whether in peace or war, and, therefore, the draft law 
will barely touch us. 

A community which is not producing anything to speak 
of—the case in all large cities—must bear the burdens of con¬ 
scription. 

If this community were not an industrial center just the 
number of sixteen young men between the ages of 21 and 27 
would .be drafted as our proper'portion of the needed army of 
500,000 men. 

In the event that 2,000,000 soldiers became necessarv in 
addition to the regular army and the national guard, four 
times the number of sixteen young men, or sixty-four men in j 
all, would have to be furnished by South City. 

But for the present, as this community is an industrial 
one, it is safe to predict that not one score of men here will be' 
drafted within the next year. And who knows that the war; 
will not end within that time ? 

The heavy volunteer enlistments now being made natu¬ 
rally defer the carrying out of the conscription act. Senti¬ 
ment has changed, and not all who care to enlist will be ac- j 
cepted. 

The district attorney of San Mateo county and the city 
attorney of South San Francisco will probably have a great 
deal to say when the task of acquiring conscripts is begun. 

I have been assured by federal military and civil 
authorities that the draft will be handled in such a way that 
it will least interfere with the commercial as well as the indus- 
dustrial activities of every city, town and village in the land. 

Secretary of War Baker has officially pointed out that 
exemption boards will be created in the various districts who 
will exercise discretionary powers. 

Common sense is essential at all times. It is vitally 
needed in the army and in recruiting. Common sense wins 
out fit times where slight technical knowledge fails. The other 
day a prospective young officer was being examined by Colonel 

- and other officers, constituting an examining board, 

when he was asked how many pounds of dynamite would it 
take to blow lip a bridge. He said that two pounds would do 
the work, and he was promptly told not to guess. 

Another would-be officer, with no knowledge about dyna¬ 
mite but who possesses plenty of common sense, replied to the 
question: “I have never handled dynamite, but I would suc¬ 
ceed in-blowing up the bridge if I started out to do so.” 

He was complimented upon his answer. 

A little common sense will help the war situation im¬ 
mensely. 

Delinquent Tax Payers 
Are Few in South City 

Delinquent taxpayers are few and far between in this 
municipality, according to City Tax Collector W. J. Smith. 

Though taxes became delinquent after Monday at 5 
o’clock, about two-thirds of the local taxes had been paid at 
the time of the first installment last November. 

South San Francisco collects about $29,000 in taxes to j 
operate the municipal government. Of this sum $1^,370.10 is j 
paid on personal and real property. The rest is collected 
from licenses, principally liquor. 

During last month Tax Collector Smith collected about 
$3000 in taxes. The delinquent taxes probably total less than 
$1000 at the present time. When the delinquent tax list is 
published in June, the total tax money outstanding will be in 
the neighborhood of $250, judging from past records.

Pruning Border and Lawn Roses. 

Prepared by the U. S. department 
of agriculture 

T HE purposes for which roses 
are plauted largely will de¬ 
termine (Lie pruning methods to 
be employed. At the time of 
planting border and lawn roses 
one-half to two-thirds of the 
wood should he removed. At 
Inter primings weak branches 
should he taken off, and long 
canes that would be liable to 
whip around and loosen the plant 
should be cut back. As far as 
practicable, pruning other than 
this should be accomplished by 
cutting out whole branches rath¬ 
er than by cutting off the ends. 
After the first year pruning 
should consist of removing dead,

dying or weak wood and cross¬ 
ing branches, including any that 
may be found with discolored 
pith. Cutting off the ends of 
branches should be avoided. 
Most of the roses suggested for 
border planting are improved by 
having the whole top cut off ev¬ 
ery five or six years. All prun¬ 
ing of these roses should be done 
In the spring, as summer or fall 
pruning would remove the hips 
prematurely and thus rob the 
plants of much of their attrac¬ 
tiveness during the winter. 

Border and lawn roses are 
hardy and need protection only 
under extremely trying condi¬ 
tions. In the arid plains region, 
If the autumn has been excep¬ 
tionally dry. it may be advisable 
the first winter to provide a good 
mulching after the soil has been 
thoroughly soaked. Covering will 
be unnecessary.

Production or Destruction 

Amidst tlie excitement of these days it will lie well if we give attention | 
to the voice of wisdom. 

Patriotism is «.nc of the greatest virtues, lint patriotism is not always j 
armed with a ritle, neither is its possessor always a target for a bullet, j 
That this.is particularly the case just at this time is brought forcibly to our j 
minds when we begin to soberly study our condition. 

AAilien a state of war was declared by congress this country was already 
facing exorbitant food prices, and on top of that comes the discouraging 
prediction of a tifty-million bushel shortage in the 1917 wheat crop. AAe are 
also threatened with a shortage in the potato crop, due to the almost pro¬ 
hibitive price of the seed. 

Again, bear in mind that it is the purpose to lend every possible sup¬ 
port to the allies, and if this policy is followed there will lie very little fall¬ 
ing off in exports. 

President Wilson has said that lie does not want to disturb the Indus¬ 
tries of the country where it can possibly be avoided. Nevertheless, enlist- j 
ments are snre to disturb them to a considerable extent, especially tlie 
agricultural interests, from which lield recruits are always largely drawn 
in warfare. 

ileucc the importance of the food problem looms even greater than that 
of lighting, and the man behind the plow is destined to be as great a patriot, 
as the mun behind the gun. 

Thousands of farmers in this country have for years followed a policy 
of limiting production. This has come about gradually and from various ( 
causes. The scarcity of help was one cause, but the greatest has been the 
low prices heretofore prevailing for farm products.

In fact, our 
plain duty now is to provide food for the nation, as this is the foundation ;

Npriug planting is just opening up over much of the country, and the , 
truth should be forcibly driven home to every person who owns u portion! 
of the soil that it is his houudcn duty in this emergency to make that soil 
produce to the limit of its capacity. The Almighty has blessed us with a 
fair laud and a wonderfully productive one. AVe are facing a struggle that, 
may tax our resources and our strength to the utmost. We will be crimi¬ 
nally negligent if we relax in the least our efforts in food production. 

And this applies to others besides tiie farmer and the gardener. The J 
bankers und merchants, business men of all lines, by standing shoulder to | 
shoulder with the actual tillers of the soil, leading their help in whatever 
way it is needed, can advance the cause wonderfully. Many farmers, espe-, 
dally the smaller ones and the renters, will need assistance. This should 
be forthcoming—not primarily for the sake of the individual, but that he 
may be a unit in swelling our fKtionnl production. 

Let us all bear in mind that in the eventful year of 1917 PRODFFTION 
will be as truly patriotic as DESTRUFTION.

You admit that, after counting the cost of the ads and the sacrifice 
of profits, you have cleared scarcely anything on the bargain suits, and that 
your only hope of profit lies in the advertisement your business has received.

It is the indirect advertising by which he hopes really to 
benefit. And this is the secret of all advertising that is successful. The live 
wire business man is constantly on th alert to get his wares to public 
notice. A drive in one line Is always utilized to attract attention to other 
lines, and the process forms, as it were, an endless chain of interlocking 
causes and effects.' 

And, Just ns no merchant expects to reap his full profits on any one line 
of bargains. Just so no shrewd business man expects to reap the full returns 
In a single Instance from any line of advertising. It is only through the 
eurwi'atlve effects of persistent advertising that he hopes to—and does— 
bf t.

HOW TO PREPARE 

THE GARDEN SOIL 

Fertilizers and Lime 8hould Be Applied 
When G round Is Ready. 

[Prepared by United Stutes department of 

agriculture] 

A simple test to determine when 
garden soil Is ready for plowing or 
working is to take a handful of earth 
from the surface and close the fingers 
tightly on It. If the earth compacted 
In this way Is dry enough for cultiva¬ 
tion Jt will fall apart when the hand 
Is opened. This test Is applicable only 
to comparatively heavy soils, but It Is 
these which receive the most injury If 
they are worked when wet. On such 
soils overzeulous gardeners not only 
waste their time, but frequently do 
actual damage by attempting to work 
them too early. 

After plowing or working with a 
spade It Is usually desirable to apply 
somo form of fertilizer. Barnyard or 
stable manure, which furnishes both 
plant food and humus. Is undoubtedly 
the best, and applications of from 
twenty to thirty tons to the acre are 
satisfactory. The manure should be 
distributed evenly over the surface and 
later worked In with a hoe and rake. 
Frequently it Is advisable also to ap¬ 
ply commercial fertilizer, especially 
phosphate. An application of 300 to 
uoo pounds of add phosphate to the 
acre Is usually sufficient. In order to 
supply potash, If this Is needed, un¬ 
bleached wood ashes may be distrib¬ 
uted over the garden at the rate of 
1,000 pounds to the acre. Wet or leach¬ 
ed ashes have less fertilizer value. 
Two thousand pounds of these should 
be used. In order to start the plants 
early In the spring applications of 100 
pounds to the acre of nitrate of soda 
aro sometimes used. It Is Important, 
however, to remember that no form of 
commercial fertilizer will yield good 
results unless the soil Is well supplied 
with bumus. This frequently may be 
furnished hi the form of sod or other 
vegetation wbjch has overgrown a 
garden spot and may be turned under 
with n plow or spade. 

In certain localities It Is also ad¬ 
visable to test the soil for acidity. 
Naturally moist soils are likely to be 
sour and lu such u condition ure not 
likely to produce the most satisfactory 
crops. The test for acidity or sour¬ 
ness Is a very simple one. A handful 
of the soil slightly moistened and a 
piece of blue litmus paper, which can 
be obtained from any drug store, are 
all that is necessary. When placed on 
sour soil the paper will turn red To 
correct such a condition lime- should 
be used. Tlie ground should be cov¬ 
ered with a thin coat of air slaked 
lime and the latter worked In well. 
Lime Is not a plant food, but it will 
correct tlie acidity and will Improve 
the physical condition of the soli.

The suggested stadium has won the 
unanimous approval of the local high 
school students. 

If left to the youngsters, the project 
would become a reality In the very 
near future. 

How about a stadium for South San 
Francisco? 

A stadium that will contain every- 
thing necessary for athletic recrea¬ 
tion, as well as swings and other 
forms of amusement for children too 
young for the games of older boys 
and girls. The comfort of the parents 
would also be considered, the sug¬ 
gested stadium calling for grand¬ 
stands with a combined seating 
capacity of 2500 persons. 

To obtain the use of every inch of 
ground the plans would call for the 
erection of grandstands close to the 
street. They should be semi-circular 
in shape. One tier of seats, that 
nearest to the state highway, should 
seat 000 persons. The big stand 
should seat 1000 persons. In the far 
right Held corner should be built 
four handball courts and in the left 
Held corner there should be a bath- 
house and tennis court Two tennis 
courts should be built along the street 
side of the field. 

At the last meeting of the South 
San Francisco Chamber, City Trustee 
F. A. Cunningham told the members 
of a proposed stadium, and it was 
suggested that the plan would work 
out well in connection with the much- 
needed baseball park here. 

The above plan Is that of the pro- 
posed Redwood City Stadium.
